THE HOLMES—CRAFTS HOMESTEAD 


The Holmes-Crafts homestead was purchased in October by the 
newly organized Jay Historical Society, Inc. for a museum. Only a year 
old, the historical group has already embarked upon a program to 


preserve the remaining historical items in Jay. 


Early records are not complete, but it is believed that the house 
was built by ‘Thomas Winslow, an early settler on Jay Hill. About 
1825-30 it was sold to Aruna Holmes, who was a well-known cabinet- 
maker. The house stayed in the Holmes family for three generations, to 
Aruna’s son Henry and then to his granddaughter, Miss Delia Holmes. 
The first record of sale is in 1928 when Mr. and Mrs. Leroy N. Crafts 
purchased it from Miss Holmes. The second sale of record was when : 


Mrs. Crafts sold it to the Jay Historical Society, Inc. last October. 
The old Jay Hill landmark soon will become Jay’s first historical 


museum.

He received his A.B. Degree from the University of Massachusetts 
and his Master’s Degree from the University of Maine.

ASSESSORS NOTICE 


The Assessors of the Town of Jay hereby give notice to all persons 
liable to taxation in said town, that they will be in session at the Jay Town 
Office in said town on the 2nd of April at9 A.M. to 5 P.M. for the purpose 
of receiving lists of the polls and estates taxable in said town. 


All such persons are hereby notified to make and bring to said 
Assessors true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates, real 
and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, which they are possessed 
of, or which they held as guardian, executor, administrator, trustee or 
otherwise, on the first day of April, 1973 and to be prepared to make 
oath to the truth of the same. 


When estates of persons deceased have been divided during the past 
year, or have changed hands from any cause, the executors, administrators 
or other persons interested, are hereby warned to give notice of such 
change, and in default of such notice will be held under law to pay the tax 
assessed although such estate has been wholly distributed and paid over. 


Any person who neglects to comply with this notice will be doomed 
to a tax according to the laws of the state, and be barred of the right 
to make application to the Assessors or County Commissioners for any 
abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such lists with his application and 
satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the time hereby appointed. 


TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Jay: 


The past year has been a very important one for the Town of Jay. 
Many significant events took place that affected the year 1972 and 
some will affect future years. It would be impossible to go into detail 
in any given activity. A brief outline of the past, present and future 
topics of importance to the Town of Jay are as follows. 


After a great deal of preliminary work and study, the physical 
environmental improvement facilities of the Town of Jay were started. 
A complete collection system and treatment plant were installed in 
North Jay and quite a few of the residents served by the system are 
using it. The completion date of the treatment plant was behind 
schedule and weather conditions did not permit the rest of the users 
to connect to the line. They will be in the spring of 1973. 


Many improvements were made during the summer of 1972 to 
the existing sewer and storm water collection system in Chisholm. A 
contract for the installation of a storm water collection system was 
awarded in November of 1972 with a completion date of August, 1973. 
Then the storm water can go directly into the river without treatment. 
When the treatment facility is constructed in Livermore Falls, the 
sewage will be directed to that plant. 


The third step of the project which is the collection of the 
untreated sewage and directing it to the proposed treatment plant will 
be undertaken sometime in the near future. 


The town highway program for 1973 was a large task and a major 
portion of the objectives were accomplished within the time and money. 
allotted. 


There was a large overdraft in the Winter Highway Account. 
Winter conditions are uncontrollable and adequately passable roads must 
be maintained. Both non-residents and residents have commented on the 
well maintained roads in the Town of Jay during the winter months. 


The Hyde Road reconstruction was completed in 1972 with the 
rebuilding and tarring of the final 8/10th of a mile. Other reconstruction 
money was spent on the Old Jay Road, Davenport Hill Road, Old Wilton 
Road, and the Morse Hill Road. The State Highway Commission had 
projects on Route 140 in Jay Village and another on the Macomber Hill 
Road. The number of road projects seems quite impressive, but the 
actual amount of construction is a very small per cent of the total road 
mileage in the Town of Jay. 


The Town of Jay received revenue sharing funds from both the 
State of Maine and the United States Government in 1972. The money 
from the state was $10,590.45 and had to be used to decrease the tax 
levy. The sum of $115,830.00 was received from the federal government. 
The federal funds are currently invested in savings and the Town of Jay 
must vote to spend the money at a regular or special town meeting. 
Additional funds should be received from both levels of government in 
1973. 


Proposed changes in the state laws governing taxation and finance 
of education could have a very significant effect on the Town of Jay. 
A change in the method of financing could result in the Town of Jay 
paying in more to a state education pool than the town would get back. 
Any change in the tax laws that reduced the amount of taxable personal 
property could have an adverse effect on the tax base and the tax rate 
for the Town of Jay. 


The past year was filled with many important events and there is 
every indication that 1973 will be the same.

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REPORT OF THE JAY PARKS 
AND RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Jay Parks and Recreation Commission would like to submit 
this report. 


The Commission would like to take this opportunity to thank all 
the people who helped to make our summer program a success. Special 
thanks to Steve Richards, our program director and his staff, Barbara 
Mullins and Shiela Bissonette of the college work study program, Marie 
Pineau, working her third year with the program, Mark Ouellette and 
Larry Couture, doing a good job their first year. 


As you know, we are a new Commission with the exception of 
Mrs. Dorothy White. We tried to keep the program going as the former 
Commission had planned. 


After this Commission was appointed, we contacted the Cooperative 
Extension Service in Farmington who contacted Francois Montville of 
the Extension Economical Resource Development of the University of 
Maine in Orono. Mr. Montville, with Dick Day and Rick Barr visited Jay 
in early June and met with members of the Commission. We visited Jay 
Village field, Dow Field and Jay Park. At this time, Mr. Montville felt it 
would be best to utilize the park as the other two fields were already 
operational. A visit to the Soil Conservation office disclosed some plans 
made by that office for the park. These plans along with soil test maps 
were sent to Mr. Montville, who is now in the process of drawing new 
plans for the park. 


The Commission also contacted Mr. Fred Bartlett of the State 
Parks and Recreation Commission in Augusta. Mr. Bartlett sent infor- 
mation on matching funds and application forms for such. These forms 
have been turned over to the Board of Selectmen. 


In September, the office of Mr. Frank Farr, Jr. S.P.R.C. Snowmobile 
Coordinator was visited. Mr. Farren furnished our Park with a kit of

snowmobile signs to cover 25 miles of trails and will be used under the 
supervision of the Andy Valley Riders, a local snowmobile club. 
Mr. Farren stated that the Town of Jay is very fortunate in having a 
park in which to snowmobile, as landowners are closing their land to 
snowmobilers all over the state. The J.P.R.C. has cooperated with the 
snowmobile club, by furnishing them with other material to help mark 
trails. 


We are also pleased to announce that a road into the Park has been 
made. The old Osgood Farm Road, of Route #133 was made passable by 
Armand Castonguay, our local contractor. Freddie Ouellette, Sr., who 
is 75 years young, cut brush this fall to help the sun get in this spring 
to dry the road so it will be ready for early use. Mr. Ouellette is doing 
this free of charge. 


Due to the breakdown of our mower, only a small portion of the 
Park was mowed. 


This year we tried to initiate an evening program for teenagers. 
Due to our late start and a few technical difficulties, we were not able 
to get this program going. 


As you know, again this year we accepted the Kennebec Valley 
Y.M.C.A. of Augusta to conduct our swimming program at the Parrish 
Camp at North Livermore. This was done in cooperation with the Town 
of Livermore Falls, on an every other day basis. Swimming instructor 
was Albert Frost of Michigan State College, assisted by Kathy Coulombe, 
Steve Ouellette and Sharon Castonguay. We are proud of this staff for 
doing an excellent job on the water front. Next year we hope to get into 
a more advanced program. 


This Commission has tried to produce a good program for our 
young children and still be as conservative and economical as possible.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash accounts 


were verified by reconciliation of statements and count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as warrants 
and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks were examined 
on a selective basis. Letters of confirmation were used to verify the 


correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Revenues accruing to the municipality from various sources were 
reviewed and checked to pertinent records. Transactions effecting debt, 
reserve, construction and reserve funds were reviewed. Records of 
town meetings and selectmen’s meetings, as they pertained to financial 


matters, were checked. Bond coverage was determined.

COMMENTS 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 
The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended departmental 
balance of $7,202.70 was lapsed to unappropriated surplus, per the 


following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $23,616.34 
Overdrafts 16,413.64 


Net Unexpended Balance $ 7,202.70 


Supplemental taxes and unexpended balances in various accounts, par- 
ticularly in the contingent, town clerks fees, resident poor and general 
interest accounts, less overdrafts in the winter highways and Old Jay 
Road accounts were the major factors contributing to the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed. The records did not indicate that authority 
had been granted by the legislative body allowing overdrafts in operating 
accounts. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements: 


ASSETS .. .... Cash balances totaling $133,100.91, which included 
general, high school and sewer construction and change fund accounts, 
were accounted for by bank deposits and/or cash on hand. The bank 
balances used in reconciling these accounts were confirmed by the 
depositories. 


INVESTMENTS .. . . General fund and federal revenue sharing in- 
vestments of $35,000.00 and $59,109.00 were in certificate of deposits. 
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Accounts receivable totaling $2,336.10 consisted for the most part of 
reimbursable expenditures concerning the E.E.A. program, welfare and 
police services. 


Taxes receivable totaled $13,428.79 of which $12,701.09 was for 
current year accounts. Tax liens and tax acquired. property amounted 
to $1,636.84 and $963.11 respectively. 


Deferred charges of $3,883.94 represented current and prior years’ 
expenditures in cannection with the North Jay Sewer project. This 
amount is to be repaid from proceeds of bonds when issued. 


Peis teo meal Ves AND SURPLUS ~~. ~~. Accounts payable 
of $3,624.70 represents the bid amount for a new police cruiser which 
will be paid on delivery of the vehicie. 


The departmental accounts showed a net unexpended balance of 
$119,943.84 carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with 
legal requirements and/or customary practice. It is suggested that the 
voters stipulate annually the account balances, other than those required 
by law to be carried, that are to be forwarded to the ensuing year. 


The High School, North Jay Sewer, Chisholm Storm Separation and Jay 
Interconnector Sewer construction accounts in the amounts of $2,272.27, 
$33,453.49, $147.48 and $3,060.00 respectively were available for 
further expenditures. 


An amount of $60,000.00 was borrowed, by voter authority in a 
previous year special town meeting, for the improvement of the old 
Junior High School. The balance of $4,898.28 at the year end was 
available for further expenditures. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $22,467.93, a decrease of 
$58,373.74 for the year. This decrease was occasioned principally by 
a transfer to reduce the tax levy less the current year operational 


gain and unappropriated excise tax revenue.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 
OF JAY HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintending School Committee, Superintendent Hartley, 
and the citizens of the Town of Jay, | respectfully submit my fifth report 
as principal of Jay High School. 


The anticipated September enrollment showed a possible increase of 
approximately twenty-five students over the previous year. However, for 
the first time in my term at Jay High School, the outgoing transfers were 
excessive, resulting in a minimal growth in total enrollment. 


Again this year the majority of the faculty remains unchanged. 
Jay High School welcomed the return of Mrs. Dora Nickless, English; and 
Mr. Linwood Worster, Industrial Arts. Other new faculty members were 
Miss Linda Marquis, Business; Mr. Michael Henry, English-Social Studies. 


The following descriptions reveal some of the academic growth that 
has occurred and includes some of the ideas and plans that we hope to 
achieve. 


The International Paper Foundation has supported, for the third and 
final year, the continued development of the Media Center. Additions to 
the Center include a video-tape recorder, camera, and television monitor, 
and three Reading Pacers. The video equipment enables students to train 
and learn the operation of this process. In addition, special television 
programs are taped for classroom use, while assemblies, athletic events, 
and other special activities are preserved for use as most valuable teaching 
instruments. 


A second part of the |. P. Project involves the incorporation of a 
study of the history of Jay through field trips to places of historic 
interest, through the recording of interviews, taking pictures, constructing 
maps, etc., which are stored for future reference: | 


The third part of the project provides for a study of photography. 
Under the guidance of Mr. Roy and the Media Center staff, a small group 
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of interested students will learn camera techniques, film development, 
enlargement, and the making of 35 mm slides. 


The Media Center book collection has been increased by over 500 
books, bringing the total collection near the 6,000 volume minimum 
requirement for our school. In conjunction with the new mini-courses in 
English, the Center has expanded the collection of books, pamphlets, and 
audio-visual materials in such areas as minority groups, the short story, 
journalism, drama, and Maine. 


This first year of the new English program has been an exciting one 
for teachers and students. Students have found the elective system 
effective in giving them choice of courses that correlate with their 
interests and help strengthen weaknesses. The non-graded system has 
proved challenging to the students involved. 


The English department is continually evaluating course offering in 
order to increase the strength of the overall program. Courses will be 
altered or replaced as new situations demand or student needs change. 


Students are encouraged to carefully choose courses which will be 
useful in light of their future plans, and as always, the department requests 
parental involvement in this aim. 


In the science department, the chemistry program has initiated a 
contract system which allows for greater individual study and student 
progress at a rate that correlates with individual abilities. This has been 
effective, especially in terms of efficient use of student time and planning. 


The Science Club has taken a more active role in the planning of 
group projects, e.g., environmental studies, and may become the focal 
point in tying photography with the Media Center and other subject areas. 
Overall, the science department has made great strides toward increased 
student involvement. 


The social studies department has also placed a concentrated effort 


On increasing active student involvement in the learning process through 
such activities as construction of a model-city, collages that portray 
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aspects of history, and increased use of the inquiry approach to learning, 
use of various group-oriented activities, the writing of plays, and video- 
taped scenes depicting history in a more realistic sense. This approach is 
centered around the students’ interests so that the learning activities 
become both enjoyable and meaningful. Actual class activities involve the 
student as an individual and as a member of a group. This experience aids 
him in understanding himself and his role in society, for he must practice 
cooperation, decision-making, leadership, and democratic ideals. 


The home economics department is planning a play-school for three 
and four year olds to be held this spring which will enable students to gain 
practical experience in child care. 


The co-educational organization of home economics and other 
related subjects has proven to be very successful. Boys are now active 
participants in many activities and have made effective contributions to 
these classes. 


Consumer buying field trips, initiated this year, have stimulated 
great interest in product quality, advertising techniques and -claims, and 
in shopping wisely to get the most value for the consumer’s dollar. 


Future Homemaker of America activities and classroom objectives 
have been correlated, while the F.H.A. has made special efforts to build 
improved relations with other schools within the Mountain Valley 
Conference and with other non-conference schools in this area. 


The physical education department has developed a program that 
offers a wide variety of interesting activities during each class period. This 
program allows some time for students to pursue a specific activity in 
greater depth. The basic plan provides a modified open-gym program with 
opportunities to participate during free periods and at the beginning and 
end of the school day. 


This past year intramural tennis (singles and doubles) was incorpo- 
rated into the program, which provides many students with interests and 
skills in an important carry-over activity for life. 
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The industrial arts department has continued with a widely diversi- 
fied content in order to provide a rounded background for students. 
Senior woodworking students have studied careers in construction with 
greatest emphasis on carpentry. The students built two storage buildings 
using pre-fabrication methods and erected the buildings on the job site. 


Other senior students are involved in individualized study in areas of 
electricity, auto-body, and auto-mechanics. One junior class is working 
on a group project, making a working model for demonstration purposes 
from a junked car. The interest and progress has been rewarding. 


Presently plans are being discussed for the possibility of junior 
high school students utilizing the high school industrial arts facilities. 
Emphasis would be on career education in manufacturing and building 
construction. 


The business department has continued to update standards, 
methods, and goals in order to provide for the needs of students. The 
aims are to develop business students that have the necessary preparations 
to obtain and hold an office position and to meet all entrance requirements 
of the business college of their choice. 


In order to provide sound practical experience, the department has 
planned to introduce an office simulation course for senior students in 
the fall of 1973. This program, Apex Corporation (American Paper 
Exporters Association) will be a simulated paper company office with 
exposure for the students to all aspects of the operation of such an office. 
Students will participate in all types of jobs and _ responsibilities. 


Visitations to schools that employ similar programs have been made 
by the teachers and administration, revealing that such programs have 
outstanding merit. 


At the present time, the junior and senior high schools are con- 
ducting a feasibility study aimed at providing new opportunities for 
seventh and eighth grade students. The fundamental plan is to provide 
time and space at the high school for junior high study of industrial 
arts, home economics, and physical education. 
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In summary, the development of more programs which better meet 
the needs of individual students is a continuing Objective. In some 
situations this means new curriculum offerings, while in others the 
emphasis is on new methods or approach. 


Jay High School extends thanks to the school committee, the 
superintendent, and the citizens of Jay for their cooperation and contri- 
butions to the educational process and its objectives. 


Special commendation to the International Paper Foundation for 
their continued support of the Media Center Project. It is impossible to 
fully describe the impact and total value to the school program that has 


resulted from this grant. We thank you. 


Personal thanks to the entire staff and students for your continued 
cooperation and assistance in the operation of the total school program. 


Our pride is in our youth; their dependence is on our efforts and 
confidence in them.

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REPORT 
To the Jay Schoo! Committee and the Citizens of Jay: 


| herewith submit my first annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools of Jay. 


Although it is the responsibility of the school teachers and 
administrators to provide the leadership to the community in formulating 
a sound school system that is responsive to community needs, the 
encouragement and betterment of the educational program in a com- 
munity is the responsibility of all the citizens. The schools should not be 
a separate entity from the rest of the community; instead they should 
be an integral part of the town, with the community involved in the 
schools, and the schools involved in the community. 


The schools should be humanistic in their approach to education; 
that is, they must offer programs whereby each student will not only 
master skills and concepts, but will also be able to develop his potential 
to the fullest and equip himself for a productive life. Emphasis must be 
placed on insuring that the respect and dignity of each individual is 
maintained, and that each student is encouraged to grow in the values 
building and refining process if one is to seek worthwhile goals and 
achievements. One way of partially accomplishing these goals is to provide 
school programs that offer each student a challenge, and that promote 
within him a desire to succeed to the best of his ability. 


Our efforts this year have centered on developing a coordinated 
school program from the elementary grades through junior high to high 
school. Through the series of teacher workshops that have been held this 
year, we have been able to solidify some of our ideas at the various grade 
levels and have begun to develop some coordination within the school 
program. | hope that in the year ahead we can continue to improve our 
school programs along the lines that | have outlined in this report. 


Contained within this annual report you will find a complete 


financial statement for the fiscal year 1972. The report compares the 
1972 school department budget with the 1972 school department 


fo 


expenditures and the proposed 1973 school department budget. Also 
contained within this report is a statement of school department receipts 
that was estimated to be received in 1972, the receipts that were 
actually received in the year 1972 and the estimated 1973 fiscal year 
receipts. The special school department accounts are also contained in 
the report under a special listing. 


The financial statement indicates that the school department ended 
the fiscal year with a balance of $17,771.59. This balance has been 
forwarded and applied against the 1973 school budget. This balance is 
accountable in the fact that the school department under spent the 1972 
budget by $7,230.72 and received additional receipts over the 1972 
estimates in the amount of $10,540.87 resulting in the $17,771.59 
balance. Additional revenue receipts in the amount of $5,049.04 was 
realized in the debt payment subsidy that was received from the State 
of Maine on the first payment of the two-year note financing the 
renovation of the Kindergarten Building and in the miscellaneous receipts 
where the Town of Jay reimbursed the school department for the 
transportation to the Summer Recreation Program. Refunds and reim- 
bursements of various amounts were also received during the year in the 
miscellaneous receipts. These receipts are difficult to estimate at the time 
the budget is prepared as they are mainly refunds on expenditures made 
during the year. 


The school department budget for the fiscal year 1973 reflects an 
estimated expenditure of $1,046,585.37. The budget figure of 
$1,046,585.37 minus the anticipated receipts for the fiscal year 1973 
in the amount of $113,785.37 results in a net budget and requested town 
appropriation of $932,800.00. The budget shows an_ increase of 
$76,083.37 over the 1972 budget which is a percentage increase of 
approximately 8%. The requested town appropriation shows an increase 
of $34,528.25 which is a percentage increase of approximately 4%. All of 
the accounts in the school budget with the exception of the Capital 
Outlay Account reflect an increased cost. 


The large share of the increased cost in the school budget can be 
attributed to the salary accounts. 
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The Administration Account increase of $1,566.00 is due to the 
salaries currently being paid the Superintendent of Schools and the 
Superintendent’s Secretary. 


The Instruction Account shows the largest increase in the amount 
of $56,943.00 and this is due mainly to increased professional salaries. 
The school committee has completed negotiations with the Jay Teachers 
Association for the 1973-74 school year. A workable contract has been 
negotiated and the contract calls for an increase in the base salary of 
$200.00. Provisions have been made to add an additional teacher at the 
junior high school to provide more workable class sizes at that level. The 
salaries of school secretaries have been negotiated again this year and 
represents an increased cost. In addition provisions have been made in 
the budget to employ a library clerk for the junior high school library 
effective in September, 1973. The employment of the clerk will make it 
possible for the library to be open during the entire school day for 
student use and to have it adequately supervised. 


The Health Service Account contains provisions for the employment 
of a school nurse on the basis of five half days per week. The nurse will 
provide the schools with a more comprehensive student heatlh care 
program. 


The Transportation Account contains provisions for the purchase of 
two schoo! buses to replace two buses that are currently in service. The 
purchase of the two buses should place us in a favorable position on the 
condition and age of the school buses. This account also contains 
increases in the salaries for school bus drivers which were negotiated this 
year. 


The Operation of Plant Account shows an increase of $7,583.43. 
This increase is due to increases in custodial salaries and the increased 
cost of utilities, heat, and custodial supplies for the school buildings. 


The Maintenance of Plant and Equipment Account shows an 
increase over 1972 in the amount of $464.95. This increase is due mainly 
to increased costs in maintaining the buildings and replacing equipment 
in the schools. Provisions have been made in this account to resurface 
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the yard at the Kindergarten Building, continue the roof repair at the 
elementary school and replace seating units and equipment in the 
schools. 


The Fixed Charges Account shows an increase of $3,223,28. This 
increase is attributed to higher health and accident insurance costs 
provided for school personnel. 


The Student Activities Account shows an increase over 1972 in 
the amount of $357.00. This increase is due mainly to the provisions in 
the budget to support the junior high school basketball program. Except 
for this expenditure the overall budget requests in this account remain 
relatively the same as last year. 


The Capital Outlay Account is less than last year. This is attributed 
to less money being requested for new equipment in the schools. New 
equipment should be used to support new or expanded programs. At this 
time we are evaluating our current programs in terms of equipment needs. 
Contained within the Capital Outlay Account is a request for $2,500.00 
to cover the expense of an engineering survey and plans for the renovation 
of Jay Junior High School. It seems to me that a definite plan must first 
be developed before we can proceed further in spending funds on 
improving the physical facilities of the building. The results of the survey 
should provide the town with the information that is necessary in making 
a decision of what expenditures of money should be made in the future. 


The Outgoing Transfer Account shows a sizable increase of 
$6,254.94 in tuition costs and transportation costs for students attending 
the Regional Vocational School in Farmington and the special education 
schools. 


The special school accounts contained within this report are 
generally self explanatory. The Jay Centralized School Lunch Program 
indicates a balance of $6,107.32 as of the end of the 1972 fiscal year. 
This balance plus additional receipts from lunches and the schoo! lunch 
subsidy will be sufficient to support the program for the 1973 fiscal 
year. The International Paper Foundation Account balance of $166.73 
plus the additional revenue due this spring will support the current 
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project until June, 1973. At that time a new project will be submitted 
for approval to the International Paper Foundation. The Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act Account shows an overdraft of $121.46 as of 
January 1, 1973. These federal funds in this account are paid to the schoo! 
department on a school year basis and in June, 1973 the account will be 
clear. The allocation of federal funds do not keep pace with the 
expenditures and thus it results in the overdraft at this time. The 
S.W.R.L. Title Ill Account reflects federal funds for a kindergarten 
reading project that was funded for this current school year. All of 
the funds have been expended as noted in the financial statement. 


The Junior High School Repairs Account and the Kindergarten 
Building Maintenance Accounts reflect that all expenditures under these 
accounts have been made and the projects are completed. 


The Kindergarten Building Renovation Account and the Junior 
High School Paving Account both reflect balances. Both of these 
projects have been completed and the money left in the accounts will be 
turned back into the town. 


It is the intent of this report to provide the citizens of Jay with an 
accounting of the Jay School Department's financial expenditures. 
Detailed copies of the school department budget are available to citizens 
at the Superintendent of Schools’ Office. 


In summary | wish to take this opportunity to express my appreci- 
ation to the Jay School Committee, school personnel and to the citizens 
of Jay for the understanding and assistance they have given to me this 


year.

HIGH SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee, Superintendent Grayson 
Hartley, and the citizens of the Town of Jay: 


The Junior High School resumed classes for its pupils on Sep- 
tember 6, 1972, with an enrollment of 332 pupils in grades 6, 7, and 8. 
Included in this number were 10 pupils enrolled in Special Education 
classes. This total reflects an increase of 22 students. 


At present, school personnel includes thirteen classroom teachers, 
one physical education instructor, one chorus instructor, (who also plans 
band rehearsals--due to the resignation of Mr. Ronald Jack), school 
secretary, teacher-aide, one full-time night custodian, one bus driver, 
custodian, who works a split day shift, and one high school custodian, who 
works two hours each day with the full-time night custodian. 


The Special Education class has been a very valuable addition to our 
program. These children have very definite needs. | am happy to report 
that these needs are being met very successfully. 7 


The Title | sponsored teacher-aide program is proving to be a very 
worthwhile undertaking. This teacher-aide works on a one to one basis 
with sixth grade students who are in need of additional help. Most of this 
time is spent in the classroom with the classroom teacher. This, we feel, 
gives us a greater awareness of specific pupil needs. 


| am very hopeful that we will soon be in a position to offer our 
Junior High School pupils good sound courses in Industrial Arts, and 
Home Economics. | am also anxious to see an expanded Physical Education 
program for our youngsters. These programs will go far in providing the 
pupils with good, meaningful experiences. 


| am very pleased to report that we have made much progress in 
“individualizing’’ our program. We have done so especially in the language 


83 


arts area. This is functioning very well. The child is now able to pace 
himself more effectively and is part of a much closer coordinated effort. 


We plan to individualize in much the same way in the mathematics 
area. The second half of this school year will see some eighth grade 
students involved with pre-algebra for the second semester. In the near 
future we would hope to involve students in some business math or 
perhaps consumer math. 


Under the tutelage of Mrs. Priscilla Farrington, the hot lunch 
program is providing our children with well-balanced meals. Participation 
in the program has been excellent. 


| wish to take this opportunity to thank Mrs. Marchetti, the school 
secretary, whose help has been invaluable. A ‘‘thank you" to the faculty 
for their help and dedication. A “‘thank you” to Mrs. Poulin, our teacher- 
aide, a definite asset to Our program, to Mrs. Knight, our Special Class 
instructor, for her excellent work and dedication. Last, but not least, a 
“thank you'’ to our custodians for their cooperation and fine work. 


Our program is a good one; however, much remains to be done. | 
feel confident that the near future will bring us closer to attaining the 
goals that we have set for our children. 


In conclusion, | wish to express my appreciation to the School 
Committee, Mr. Hartley, parents, and the entire student body for the 
help, dedication, and true school spirit. Only in this spirit can we hope 
to reach our goals.

JAY ELEMENTARY SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee, Superintendent Grayson 
Hartley, and the citizens of the Town of Jay: 


It is with pleasure that | submit this, my fourth, annual report as 
principal of the Jay Elementary School. 


School officially opened on September 6 for the 1972-73 school 
year with an enrollment of 615 students in grades K-5. This is a decrease 
of 2 students from the June 1972 enrollment covering the same grade 
span. If present trends continue, a smal! decrease in enrollment each year 
can be expected. 


Our present school personnel in the two buildings includes twenty- 
five classroom teachers, one remedial reading teacher, two music 
instructors, one physical education instructor, a school secretary, three 
teachers’ aides, three custodian-bus drivers, and one full-time night 
custodian. 


New personnel welcomed to the staff in September includes Mrs. 
Myrtle Taylor, grade 2; Mrs. Anna Grover, grade 3; Mrs. Roberta 
Carlstrom, grade 3; and Mr. Peter Knox, grade 5. 


Under the direction of Mrs. Ruth True, remedial reading teacher, 
Mrs. Joyce Rowland and Mrs. Diane St. Jean, teachers’ aides at the 
elementary school, have worked directly with the remedial reading 
program. They have provided valuable assistance to individuals and small 
groups in reading and, to a lesser extent, math. This has enabled the 
remedial reading program to provide special help to more students. 
In addition, Mrs. Lillian Wight, teachers’ aide, has worked with kinder- 
garten students and teachers. 


The new reading program initiated at the beginning of the school 
year has proven very satisfactory. In addition to providing students with 
interesting and topical reading material, the series provides techniques of 
instruction which more closely correlate our language arts program. A 
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study is currently in process to determine our curriculum needs in the 
language arts area of spelling. Hopefully, new materials in this area can be 
adopted in the near future. 


Progress in equipping our library and classrooms with instructional 
materials, audio-visual equipment and library books has been made during 
the past year. Continued effort in this area will provide us with the 
necessary materials and equipment to continually improve our instructional 
program. 


At present, our classroom space is adequate. The space presently 
available for health, remedial reading, music, library and storage is minimal. 
If additional school supportive services and programs are to be provided 
the elementary school students, additional space must also be provided. 


The efficient help of Mrs. Dorothy White, school secretary, is 
greatly appreciated by the entire school staff. Her cooperation and untiring 
effort is of great benefit to the entire school program. 

In concluding this report, | sincerely wish to thank the school 
committee, Superintendent Hartley, the entire school staff, students 
and parents for their cooperation in making this a successful school year.

We have not achieved al! the goals set for ourselves but does one 
ever, when achievement depends upon so many factors? 


Our attendance has been less than usual, but all of our major storms 
fell on library days, so that instead of the usual attendance, many days 
reported only five or seven persons in for the day. Two evenings we were 
not in at all due to blizzard conditions or icy roads. 


We have been trying to make the approach to the library more 
attractive. This is one goal not accomplished due to our inability to procure 
necessary machinery, finances and other assistance. Mr. Bishop from 
Manchester, accompanied by his landscape advisor, did meet with a trustee 
and myself, advised, and made an estimate.

Community Action Councils (CAA) were established to help towns 
in deaiing with the problems of poverty In 1965 the Franklin County 
Community Action Council was started. Since that time, all of its efforts 
have been directed toward changing the conditions that breed poverty. 


The agency has made major strides in the County, especially in 
the areas of Health, Education, Transportation, and Community Organ- 
ization. In the area of Health, the agency is directly responsible for the 
creation of Rural Health Associates. This is a medical program that has 
built 3 new medical centers, attracted 4 new doctors and 2 new dentists, 
and is providing comprehensive health care for many people in West 
Central Maine, including over 2500 low-income and elderly citizens. The 
agency continues to do administrative, outreach and nutritional education 
under the agreement with the County Commissioners for the 2,146 
county residents on the Food Distribution Program. The CAA has been 
operating the first funded Family Planning in Maine since late Fall of 
1967. There are presently 220 low-income women successfully being 
served in planned parenthood. Two highly popular programs have been 
Organized under the leadership of this agency, the Head Start and Senior 
Citizen programs. In the area of transportation, the agency is operating 
one of the first nine pilot transportation systems for Senior Citizens in 
the United States. During the last year, our 3 mini-busses have provided 
4,281 rides for the elderly and RHA enrollees to health care services, 
personal needs, and activities. 


The decisions for Community Action programs are determined by 
a 27 member Board of Directors. One third (1/3) of the members are 
voted in by low-income people; the other two-thirds (2/3) of the members 
are selected by public and private agencies throughout the County. This 
year 14 of the 18 towns in Franklin County have representation. 
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A partial listing of social services in Jay during the last year is: 


119 Low-income and elderly are enrolled in the RHA Comprehensive 
Health Plan. 
14 Pre-school youth attending Head Start. 
9 Women receiving Family Planning Services. 
621 Persons provided with mini-bus transportation. 
155 Adults served through 948 direct contacts by Community 
and Health Worker. 
5 Youths have jobs through the Youth Employment Service. 
4 People from Jay are employed by the Agency. 


Your town is being asked to contribute a share towards the Social

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Androscoggin Home Health Services 
ANNUAL REPORT 
ANDROSCOGGIN HOME HEALTH SERVICES 


In 1972 the Androscoggin Home Health Services had its most active 
year ever serving residents of the Androscoggin-Franklin-Oxford County 
region. Nearly 40,000 nursing, physical therapy, speech therapy, health 
aide and homemaker visits were provided to more than 1,600 
patients/clients, an increase of 61% over 1971. 


While services were distributed over all age groups, our special emphasis 
has continued to be serving the elderly population. Our primary goal 
is to enhance the potential for people to remain in their homes--to retain 
and/or maintain their independence. 


Speaking of independence, a major factor contributing to the increased 
service capacity noted above was our participation in the Maine 
Department of Health and Welfare sponsored Project Independence, this 
area's special program designed to improve services to senior citizens. 
Through Project Independence the Androscoggin Home Health Services 
was able to utilize a large portion of its municipal donations to obtain 
matching federal funds, thus tripling the impact of the community-raised 
dollars. 


Also with the assistance of Project Independence, the A.H.H.S. provided 
a series of health screening clinics for senior citizens during April, May 
and June. Some 1,000 persons participated in these clinics, with 204 
being identified as needing followup examinations. Our goal was early 
detection of health problems; followup investigation indicated a significant 
number of participants discovered previously unknown health problems, 
many of which could be effectively controlled through medical attention. 


In the Town of Jay the A.H.H.S. provided home care services to nineteen 
patients and their families. Collectively these people received three 
hundred sixty-five visits in categories as follows: nursing, 298; physical 
therapy, 1; homemaker, 66. 
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On behalf of our organization, | wish to express my appreciation to the 
town officials and citizens of Jay whose support has been so crucial to 
Our endeavors.
